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WORLD  COCOA.  BEAN  CROP 
BELOW  EARLIER  EXPECTATIONS 


Summary 


World  cocoa  bean  production  in  1966-67  is  now  estimated  at  1,327,000  metric 
tons,  up  8  percent  over  the  previous  season  and  the  second  largest  of 
record.    Early-season  prospects  had  indicated  a  somewhat  larger  outturn; 
however,  a  sharp  reduction  in  Ghanaian  post-Christmas  harvesting  has 
resulted  in  a  downward  revision  from  the  previous  December  estimate.  North 
America,  Asia,  and  Oceania  production  will  still  be  up  slightly,  while  the 
South  American  crop  is  expected  to  be  down  h  percent  because  of  a  smaller 
Brazilian  harvest. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  consumption  will  exceed  production, 
resulting  in  a  further  reduction  in  world  inventories.    World  grind 
approximated  a  record  I.38  million  tons  in  1966  and  will  be  at  about  the 
same  level,  or  possibly  smaller,  in  1967  if  prices  continue  to  move  higher. 
Taking  a  1-percent  adjustment  in  production  figures  for  shrinkage,  world 
stocks  were  reduced  by  about  167,000  tons  last  season  in  order  to  meet 
consumption  requirements;  and  if  production  and  grind  forecasts  are  realized, 
a  further  reduction  of  approximately  66,000  tons  will  occur  in  1967* 

Reflecting  the  deficit  in  the  world  cocoa  statistical  position,  prices 
(New  York  spot  Accra)  rose  to  an  average  of  2h.k  cents  per  pound  in  1966, 
7.1  cents  over  the  1965  level.    Prices  are  expected  to  continue  to 
strengthen  in  I967,  and  thus  far  have  averaged  27.5  cents  during  January 
and  have  risen  even  higher  in  February,  averaging  29*7  cents  per  pound. 

However,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  as  cocoa  prices  move  higher, 
manufacturers  will  accordingly  adjust  their  grind  schedules  downward.  The 
higher  cocoa  bean  prices  have  already  been  reflected  in  lower  grind  reports 


for  fourth-quarter  1965>  by  several  major  consuming  countries.  Many- 
manufacturers  have  reduced  the  size  of  their  chocolate  bars  and  have 
limited  expansion  of  chocolate  usage  in  confectionery  and  bakery  products. 


The  world  cocoa  economy  is  on  a  sounder  basis  than  it  has  been  in  many  years. 
Prices  (N.  Y.  Spot)  are  now  at  their  highest  levels  since  i960  and  no 
surpluses  are  foreseen  on  the  horizon.    Consumption,  at  least  for  the  next 
few  years,  is  expected  to  keep  abreast  of  the  rising  trend  in  world 
production.    Rising  income  levels  in  the  USSR  and  Eastern  Europe  have  made 
this  area  a  new  and  rapidly  expanding  market  for  cocoa  use,  while 
consumption  in  the  traditional  areas  of  Western  Europe  and  North  America 
will  probably  increase  at  a  slower  rate.    However,  if  prices  continue  to 
move  to  much  higher  levels,  consumption  may  become  limited  by  the  use  of 
cocoa  butter  extenders  and  substitutes. 

Africa:    Despite  a  disappointing  Ghanaian  crop,  African  production  will  still 

be  the  second  largest  of  record  at  $66,600  tons,  an  increase  of 
nearly  12  percent  over  last  season. 

A  sharp  tail-off  in  Marketing  Board  purchases  from  farmers  during  January 
and  February  has  indicated  that  Ghana's  1966-67  main  crop  will  be  under 
376,000  tons  (370,000  long  tons),  compared  with  the  1965-66  main  crop 
harvest  of  ^02,000  tons  (396,000  long  tons).    Ghana  had  the  potential  for  a 
much  larger  crop  this  year,  but  the  low  growers'  price  of  10. 69  cents  per 
pound  made  it  unprofitable  for  farmers  to  hire  additional  labor  to  aid  in 
harvesting  and  also  encouraged  the  movement  of  a  substantial  tonnage  of 
cocoa  into  the  Ivory  Coast  where  prices  were  more  attractive. 

In  addition,  the  lack  of  capsid  and  pod-rot  control  measures  contributed  to 
the  smaller  crop.    However,  plans  are  being  made  to  restore  subsidies  for 
spraying  equipment  and  chemicals  for  the  1967-68  season,  and  the  growers' 
price  for  the  1967  mid  crop  will  be  increased  to  11.86  cents  per  pound. 

Because  of  smaller  availability  of  supplies,  Ghana's  cocoa  bean  exports 
during  the  first  10  months  of  1966  have  totaled  371,386  tons  (365,537  long 
tons),  a  reduction  of  18  percent  from  the  similar  1965  period. 

Nigeria ' s  crop  is  still  expected  to  reach  250,000  tons.    Weather  conditions 
have  been  more  favorable  than  those  experienced  in  Ghana,  and  pod  rot  losses 
and  capsid  damage  have  been  light.    The  higher  growers'  price  this  season-- 
11.25  cents  per  pound  against  8.1  cents  last  year- -and  the  more  stable 
political  situation  in  the  Western  Region,  have  also  contributed  to  the 
larger  crop. 

Reflecting  the  small  1965-66  harvest,  Nigeria's  exports  during  January- 
September  1966  have  amounted  to  146,698  tons,  compared  with  256,078  tons 
for  the  corresponding  period  a  year  before.

Production  in  the  Ivory  Coast  will  probably  reach  an  all-time  high  of 
150,000  tons— 33  percent  above  the  1965-66  outturn.    The  higher  producer 
price  of  12.86  cents  per  pound— 2.17  cents  over  that  paid  to  Ghanaian 
farmers --attracted  an  above-average  amount  of  contraband  cocoa  this  season. 
Contrary  to  earlier  expectations,  fall  rains  had  little  adverse  effect  on 
the  development  and  harvesting  of  the  Ivory  Coast  crop  this  year. 

Cocoa  bean  exports,  during  the  first  8  months  of  1966,  were  38,699  tons, 
valued  at  $12.7  million,  compared  with  63,589  tons,  valued  at  $27  million 
during  January-August  1965. 

Production  for  Cameroon  is  estimated  at  83,000  tons,  up  about  6  percent  over 
the  previous  season.    The  higher  producer  price  this  year  is  expected  to 
encourage  more  complete  harvesting. 

The  South  American  crop  is  forecast  at  2^0,000  tons,  down  only  slightly  from 
the  1965-66  outturn  of  2^9,300  tons. 

More  favorable  weather  has  raised  estimates  of  Brazil's  Bahia  main  crop  to 
l.k  million  bags  (8^,000  tons).    The  crop  has  reportedly  suffered  less 
damage  from  pod  rot  than  previously  expected,  and  total  production  for 
1966-67  is  now  placed  at  155*000  tons.    Although  conditions  have  improved, 
the  crop  is  still  expected  to  be  under  the  large  1965-66  outturn  of  171,000 
tons. 

Brazilian  cocoa  bean  exports  during  the  first  9  months  of  I966  totaled 
7^,272  tons  valued  at  $32.8  million,  well  ahead  of  the  similar  1965  period 
when  shipments  totaled  51*100  tons,  valued  at  $15.^  million.    For  the 
similar  periods,  cocoa  butter  exports  were  15,l6l  tons  at  $1^.5  million  and 
11*735  tons  at  $9.6  million,  respectively. 

Ecuador 1 s  production  figures  for  1966-67  and  1965*66  have  now  been  revised 
downward  to  1*2,000  tons  and  35*000  tons,  respectively.    Venezuelan  production 
is  still  expected  to  be  down  slightly  from  the  1965-66  crop  of  21,1*00  tons. 

Major  Importers 

United  States  grindings  of  cocoa  beans  during  October-December  I966  totaled 
175 • 3  million  pounds,  down  1.3  percent  from  the  corresponding  1965  period. 
However,  because  of  larger  grindings  during  January-September,  the  annual 
grind  was  still  up  3*1  percent  over  1965.    As  a  result  of  higher  cocoa  bean 
prices,  U.  S.  grindings  in  1967  will  probably  not  reach  the  6Vf»7  million 
pound  level  of  last  year. 

Cocoa  bean  imports  into  the  United  States  during  1966  declined  10  percent 
from  the  record  1965  level.  Imports  for  1966  totaled  3^,393  tons  valued 
at  $122.2  million,  compared  with  360,097  tons  valued  at  $120.5  million  in 
1965»  Despite  significantly  higher  cocoa  bean  prices  in  I966,  the  import 
value  rose  only  slightly,  as  much  of  the  shipments  were  contracted  for  in 
I965  at  relatively  low  prices. 


Cocoa  product  imports,  with  the  exception  of  sweetened  chocolate  "bars  (not 
under  10  pounds),  rose  slightly  over  1965.    Although  imports  of  unsweetened 
chocolate  increased  over  1965,  imports  were  well  below  previous  years 
because  of  the  closing  of  the  Dominican  Republic's  major  processing  plant 
at  Puerto  Plata. 

Imports  of  cocoa  beans  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  1966  rose  30  percent 
over  the  previous  year  to  107,762  tons.    Cocoa  butter  imports  also 
increased;  however,  powder  and  paste  (unsweetened)  imports  declined  slightly. 

West  Germany's  cocoa  bean  imports  in  1966  totaled  1^8,238  tons,  down 
11  percent  from  the  record  1965  level.
